The  morning  program  will  be  devoted  chiefly  to 
an  address  in  the  chapel.  It  is  planned  that  Dr. 
Edward  Frantz,  of  Elgin,  Illinois,  will  be  the  speaker 
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for  the  morning.  Following  this  the  Domestic  Sci- 
ence department  will  conduct  a  cafeteria  for  the 
visitors.

Kurtz,  is  planned  for  2  o'clock  in  the  chapel  at  a 
general  meeting.

TENTATIVE  PROGRAM  HAS  BEEN  PREPARED 
FOR  BIBLE  INSTITUTE 
January  21-28,  1923  is  the  date  of  the  annual 
Bible  Institute  at  McPherson  College.  A  large 
crowd  is  expected  this  year  and  the  program  in 
tentative  form  promises  some  good  things.  There 
may  be  some  minor  changes  but  the  general  outline 
of  the  program  is  practically  assured.  A  later  an- 
nouncement will  be  made  as  to  the  hours  of  the 
various  lectures. 

REV.  EZRA  FLORY  MAY  BE  SECURED 

The  committee  of  the  Bible  School  having  in 
charge  the  preparation  of  the  Institute  program 
plans  to  have  Dr.  W.  B.  Stover  of  India  as  one  of  the 
leading  speakers,  but  in  case  he  is  not  available  to 
secure  Rev.  Ezra  Flory  of  Elgin,  Illinois,  a  noted 
specialist  in  Religious  Education.     It  is  also  planned 
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to  secure  Rev.  E.  E.  Eshelman  of  Red  Cloud,  Ne- 
braska, to  lecture  on  rural  problems.  Rev.  H.  F. 
Richards,  pastor  of  the  McPherson  church,  will 
probably  lecture  on  pastoral  problems. 

MANY  FACULTY   MEMBERS  TO   LECTURE 

The  other  instructors  and  lecturers  will  be  from 
the  college  faculty.  President  Kurtz  will  conduct 
several  studies  during  the  day  and  deliver  at  least 
one  evening  lecture.  His  subjects  are  not  yet  an- 
nounced. Dean  Harnly  will  give  one  evening  lec- 
ture, possibly  on  his  travels.  Professor  Yoder  will 
have  charge  of  five  hours  of  work,  including  two 
lantern  lectures.  Dr.  Craik  will  give  three  lectures 
on  the  Reformation.  Professor  Deeter  is  listed  for 
a  series  of  lectures  on  the  Epistles.  Six  hours  will 
be  used  by  Professor  Studebaker  on  some  phase  of 
New  Testament  teaching.  In  all  probability  Pro- 
fessors Mohler,  Ebel,  and  Walters  will  contribute 
several  periods  to  the  work  of  the  Institute,  but  no 
announcement  of  subjects  is  as  yet  made. 


NEW  BALDWIN  PIANO  INSTALLED  IN  CHAPEL 

The  new  Baldwin  parlor  grand  piano  which  the 
management  of  McPherson  has  recently  purchased 
from  Helmer  Ek  of  the  City  News  and  Music  Shop, 
has  been  installed  in  the  chapel.  The  instrument  is 
very  beautiful  and  the  tone  quality  and  action  is  very 
fine  coming  quite  up  to  the  expectations  of  all. 

The  new  piano  has  not  been  placed  on  the  plat- 
form as  it  was  thought  it  would  be  and  will  not  be  at 
any  time  except  for  special  programs  so  the  members 
of  the  faculty  will  keep  their  places.  It  was  tuned 
Friday  and  the  Athenian  Society  used  it  for  the 
first  time. 

The  old  piano  has  been  placed  in  Miss  Brown's 
studio  for  the  present,  but  will  be  placed  in  one  of 
the  music  rooms  of  Harnly  Hall  in  the  near  future.

A.  M.,  University  of  Kansas,  1915;  fellow  in  History, 
University  of  Illinois,  1915-1917;  Assistant  in  His- 
tory, University  of  Illinois,  1919;  Professor  of  His- 
tory, Ottawa  University,  1919-1922;  Professor  of 
History,  Western  State  Normal  (Michigan),  1922. 


The  members  of  the  Normal  Class  of  1907  re- 
cently showed  their  loyalty  to  their  alma  mater  and 
their  appreciation  of  the  work  which  Prof.  Mohler 
head  of  the  department  of  agriculture  is  doing,  by 
purchasing  the  furniture  with  which  to  equip  his 
private  office  in  the  new  Science  Hall.  The  furni- 
ture was  purchased  from  the  Peck  &  Hills  Furniture 
Co.,  of  Denver,  Colorado.  Prof.Mohler,  a  graduate 
of  the  Class  of  1907,  appreciates  the  kindness  of  his 
classmates  very  much. 
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Dr.  E.  L.  Craik,  with  the  assistance  of  Professors 
McGaffey  and  Hill,  is  working  on  a  new  alumni  di- 
rectory which  will  be  printed  next  May.  The  in- 
completeness of  the  old  directory  printed  in  1919 
has  necessitated  the  publication  of  a  new  one.  The 
new  directory  will  be  up  to  date,  containing  the 
names,  addresses,  and  occupations  of  over  one  thou- 
sand M.  C.  graduates. 


The  older  students  always  found  Paul  C.  Warren, 
A.  B.,  1920,  a  man  who  could  do  a  vast  amount  of 
work.  He  has  kept  up  that  reputation  since  leaving 
M.  C.  He  is  now  teaching  his  third  year  in  Seattle- 
Pacific  College  at  Seattle,  Washington.  This  school 
has  grown  at  an  encouraging  rate  of  late,  the  present 
year  showing  an  increase  of  twenty  per  cent.  Mr. 
Warren  is  a  proctor  and  teaches  two  classes  in  Eng- 
lish and  two  in  the  Bible.  In  addition  to  this  school 
work  he  is  answering  numerous  calls  to  preach  in 
various  churches,  averaging  two  or  three  services  a 
month.  He  finds  great  enjoyment  in  thus  acting  as 
substitute  pastor. 


Lewis  Florman,  a  member  of  the  College  Senior 
Class,  has  recently  been  elected  to  the  position  of 
treasurer  of  the  State  Radio  League.  This  shows 
that  Mr.  Florman  is  considered  one  of  the  foremost 
authorities  on  Radio  Science  in  the  state.  Besides 
holding  this  office  he  has  both  station  and  opera- 
tor's license  from  the  United  States  government  and 
also  a  membership  in  the  American  Radio  Relay 
League.  He  has  made  a  special  study  of  this  work 
and  McPherson  College  is  fortunate  in  having  such 
a  worthy  student  in  her  midst. 

In  his  laboratory,  Mr.  Florman  carries  a  complete 
line  of  radio  outfits.  He  is  not  only  busy  at  home 
installing  stations,  but  receives  orders  from  other 
parts  of  the  state.     He  is  the  local  representative

The  razor  used  in  the 
Philippines  is  in  the  collection  and  a  very  crude  in- 
strument it  is  indeed.  There  are  also  some  polished 
cocoanut  shells  and  other  shells  of  the  Islands  as 
well  as  rings  and  ear-rings.  Of  special  interest  is  a 
piece  of  bamboo  on  which  is  carved  a  letter  written 
by  one  of  the  chiefs.  The  collection  will  soon  be 
placed  in  the  museum. 


Ben  Wohlgemuth,  a  graduate  of  the  Expression 
department  in  1907,  has  severed  his  connection  with 
the  Coleman  Lamp  Company  in  Wichita  and  is  now 
identified  with  the  Flood-Landon  Development  Com-

Floyd  E.  Mishler,  A.  B.,  1919,  is  enrolled  for  work 
in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Training  School  at  Chicago  and 
will  receive  his  degree  from  the  two-year  course 
next  spring.  Mr.  Mishler  is  also  taking  work  in 
Chicago  University  and  will  quite  likely  take  out  his 
A.  M.  degree  at  the  same  time.  "Life  to  old  stu- 
dents of  M.  C.  is  by  no  means  complete  without  the 
regular  visit  of  the  Spectator,"  writes  Mr.  Mishler. 


DR.  KURTZ  TO  BE  DELEGATE  TO 
TEMPERANCE  CONVENTION 

Dr.  Kurtz  is  to  be  one  of  the  Kansas  delegates  to 
the  international  convention  of  the  World  League 
Against  Alcoholism,  according  to  an  official  appoint- 
ment, which  he  received  last  week  from  Governor 
Allen.  The  convention,  which  is  to  be  held  in  Tor- 
onto, Canada  from  November  24  to  29,  will  be  of 
international  importance  and  will  bring  together  the 
leading  temperance  workers  of  the  entire  world  for 
a  conference  and  rally.  McPherson  College  is  very 
fortunate  that  its  president  may  be  one  of  the  twenty- 
five  delegates  which  will  be  sent  to  the  convention 
from  Kansas. 
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FACULTY  ADVISERS  FOR  STUDENTS 
Young  men  and  women  in  a  college  environment 
meet  many  problems  which  are  not  always  easily 
solved.  There  arise,  in  addition  to  questions  of 
curriculum,  questions  of  social,  financial,  ethical  and 
religious  nature.  On  many  of  these  questions  the 
student  wants  and  needs  advice  in  the  attempts  to 
reach  satisfactory  conclusions.  There  is  need  for 
some  one  who  will  bear  a  close  relationship  to  and 
take  an  active  interest  in  every  student.  Naturally, 
the  individual  who  will  take  that  interest  is  some 
member  from  the  faculty  group  who  will  feel  a  per- 
sonal responsibility  in  the  matter. 

Out  of  this  need  has  arisen  in  McPherson  College, 
a  system  of  faculty  advisers  for  students.  Juniors 
and  seniors  in  the  college  choose  the  teachers  under 
whom  they  are  doing  their  major  work.  Under- 
classmen in  the  college  and  all  academy  students 
are  assigned  to  members  of  the  faculty  who  serve  as 
advisers  for  the  school  year.  This  system  which  has 
been  in  operation  for  several  years,  has  won  the 
approval  of  both  students. and  faculty. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 
Advanced  students  in  the  department  of  Agricul- 
ture are  conducting  experiments  at  the  present  time 
along  the  three  following  lines.  Vitamine  studies, 
hog  feeding  and  effect  of  certain  fertilizers  upon 
the  production  of  organic  and  mineral  matter  in 
corn.  The  students  conducting  this  work  are  Ralph 
Lehman,  O.  T.  Funkhouser,  Earl  Marchand,  Carl 
Dell,  Ray  Vaniman,  John  Daggett,  and  B.  F.  Waas. 
For  years  we  have  heard  the  cry  "balance  your 
rations  if  you  desire  the  most  economic  production. " 
Today  a  new  cry  has  arisen.  This  new  cry  centers 
around  the  word  Vitamine.  There  are  three  kinds 
of  vitamines;  water  soluable,  fat  soluable,  and  antis- 
corbutic.    Animals  fed  foods  deficient  in  any  or  all 
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of  these  develop  diseases  peculiar  to  each  food. 
Many  of  the  common  foods  contain  vitamines.  The 
foods  in  which  they  are  most  abundant  are  milk, 
eggs,  some  vegetables  and  fruits,  the  bran  covering 
of  some  cereals  and  most  meats.  The  study  now  be- 
ing made  is  in  the  feeding  of  different  types  of 
foods  to  white  rats,  chickens,  pigeons,  rabbits  and 
guinea  pigs.  Careful  records  are  kept  daily  of  each 
animal  fed.  The  results  of  the  experiment  will  be 
published  later. 

The  hog  feeding  experiment  is  an  attempt  to  show 
what  is  the  most  economical  method  of  producing 
pork  under  present  conditions.  The  animals  are 
kept  in  individual  pens  and  close  records  are  kept 
of  all  feed  given  to  each  animal.  The  animals  se- 
lected are  litter  mates  from  a  litter  of  nine.  Af  the 
beginning  of  the  experiment  the  weight  of  each  pig 
was  ninety-five  pounds.  Each  pen  is  provided  with 
self  feeders  in  which  the  following  feeds  are  placed.

The  fertilizer  experiment  is  new  for  this  region 
as  but  little  fertilizing  of  crops  is  done  in  this  part  of 
the  state.  The  work  is  being  carried  on  by  means  of 
pot  cultures.  Soils  representative  of  this  region  are 
used,  and  popular  brands  of  commercial  fertilizers 
are  applied  to  each.  Corn  is  planted  in  each  pot. 
After  being  allowed  to  grow  for  a  given  length  of 
time  each  plant  is  harvested  and  careful  analysis 
made  to  show  just  what  the  effect  has  been  from  the 
use  of  each  fertilizer.
